sional Record, briefed as follows: 


Lindley Bcckworth, Democrat, 


lives on Route Two, Gladcwator, 
Upshur county, Texas. 
He was 


born on a farm in Kaufman county, 
Texas, June 30, 1913, the son oC 
O. J. Beckworth, who had moved I 
to Texas from Georgia in 1900. The' 
older 
Beckworth taught school, 


married the daughter of a Texas 
Primitive Baptist preacher. 


Lindley Beckworth was reared 


on a farm, attended East Texas 
State, Sam Houston State Teachers 
colleges, and Southern Methodist 
university. He taught school three j 
years, studied law at Baylor and 
Texas universities, and was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1937. 


He served in the Texas House of 


Representatives 
1936-38, and was 


elected congressman in 1938, serv- 
ing his Texas district ever since.

Navy planes took off -at dawn to 
day to pick up the trail of the hur- 
ricane that apparently 
s t r u c k 


overnight at the British West In- 
dies island ot Jamaica. 


ommunication 
with 
Kingston, 


the Jamaican capital city of 120,- 
000 population, was lost early last 
night when the airport and radio 
tower were evacuated. 


All efforts early today to learn 


how the city and 
the outalaying 


banana and sugar cane lands with- 
stood the 120-milc-an-hour punch 
of the storm were fruitless. 


The 
Miami 
weather 
bureau's 


last report from the island at G 
p. m. (EST) said rain squalls, the 
usual prelude to hurricane winds, 
were pelting the Jamaican coast. 
The central eye of the storm is 
believed to have passed Kingston 
about 10:30 p. in. 


"This 
is a 
dangerous 
hurri- 


cane," the weather bureau 
said 


in an advisory at 5 a. m. (EST). 


Caution was 
advised 
for 
the 


Cayman islands and all other in- 
terests in the northwest Caribbean 
sea. 


Strongest winds were estimated 


by aircraft at 120 miles an hour. 
Hurricane force winds 
extended 


outward 50 miles in all directions 
from the eye and gales reached 
100' miles from the center. 


The latest weather bureau cal- 


culation placed the storm 
about 


100 west of Jamaica and 
moving 


west northwestward at 20 miles an 
hour. 


Floodwaters offered as great a 


threat to Jamaica 
as the winds. 


The island is mountainous and the

canes has caused devastating flash 
floods there in the past.

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Trumanites Hope 
to Restore Cut 
in Foreign Aid 


Washington, Aug. 18 — M'j — 


Administration leaders looked to 
the senate today to 
restore 
at 


least part of a $1,001,250,000 cut 
the house made in President Tru- 
man's $8,500,000,000 
forcien 
aid 
bill. 


They were particularly hopeful 


of recapturing 
an 
une x pectcd 


last-minute slice of $350,000,000 in 
economic aid for Western Europe. 
That cut was pushed through by 
a coalition of 
Republicans 
and 


Southern Democrats shortly 
be- 


fore 
Ihobill 
passed 
last 
night 


by a vote of 260 to 101. 


The house foreign affairs com- 


mittee already had lopped $340,- 
000,000 off 
funds for 
European 


economic help. 


The additional cut was imposed 


by 149 Republicans and 37 Demo 
crats over the opposition of 162 
Democrats, 
14 Republicans 
and 


one independent. It was sponsored 
by Rep. Recce, (R.-Tcnn.), former 
chairman of the Republican nation- 
al committee. 


The house left 
the 
European 


economic allotment at $985,000,000 
instead of the $1,675,000,000 
re 


quested by President Truman. 


There were no house-voted re- 


ductions in other 
funds 
rccom 


mended by the foreign afairs com 
mittec. This group had trimmed 
a total of $651,250,000 from 
Mr.

Europe, Greece,

Tho bill's total as it went to 


the senalo was $7,498,750,000. On 
passage it had the backing of 179 
democrats, 80 Republicans and one 
independent and the opposition of 
81 Republicans and 20 Democrats.

many Republicans had hoped for. 
Their goal was

duction, including the committee

Walker was unemotional 
when 


told last night he was to be set 
free. The 
pardon had not 
been 


received by Miller officers early 
today. 


He priased FBI Agent Horace 


S. 
Haliclt for 
listening to 
his 


story and believing that he 
was 


innocent. 


Walker told newsmen: 
While en route to Grand Rapids 


from California earlier this year, 
he was picked up by 
Memphis 


police for attempting to sell his 
mortgaged automobile. 


He was turned over to Texarkana 


authorities who wanted him 
for 


questioning 
in 
connection 
with 


forging and cashing three worth- 
less checks, totaling $220.42. 


Three persons identified him as 


the man who save them the worth- 
less checks in 
November, 1930, 


even though he strongly denied he- 
was in Arkansas al Ihe lime. 


He was given 
a preliminary 


hearing in Texarkana 
municipal 


court and bound over lo 
Ihe 


Miller countygrand jury. He was 
charged with forgery and uttering. 
Unable lo post $2,000 bond, he was 
held in the county jail. That was 
eight months ago. 


Because of a scries of changes 


in the 
eighth 
judicial judcship, 


which includes Miller c o u n t y , 
Walker was not brought up 
for 


trial until last June 27. 


A Miller county circuit 
court 


jury failed to convict him on the 
forgery charge but sentenced him 
to two years in 
the 
Arkansas 


penitentiary 'on the i 11 e r i n,g 
charge-cashing Ihe checks. 


He was granted a CO-day stay 


of sentence at thu request of his 
attorney, Ted Goldman, who then 
appealed to Governor McMath for 
the pardon. 


Walker said that during his stay 


in jail he told his story lo Hallett. 
The FBI agent, Walker said, ob- 
tained evidence that he was 
in 


California when the w o r t h 1 ess 
checks were cashed. 


Goldman said Hallett was not 


permitted to introduce his evidence 
at the trial. 


Walker told reporters he bore no 


ill feeling. He said he would re- 
turn to Grand .Rupids to re-open 
his business.

House Help Now 
Has Social 
Security Numbers 


Housewives 
should 
ask 
their 


maids or other regularly employed 
household help for their social se- 
curity account numbers as soon as 
they are hired. This word of ad- 
vice comes from Eugene J. Heiglcr 
manager of the Texarkana Social 
Security office, which serves Hemp 
stead County. 


"Wages reported without social 


security numbers — or with incorrect 
numbers— usually result in loss of 
wage credits for the employee." 
To avoid this, Rciglcr suggests that 
the housewife make a permanent 
record of her maid's social security 
account number, copying both the 
name and number directly from 
her worker's social security card. 


Hiegler said that his office will 


gladly help cooks, 
laundresses, 


yardmen, and other workers in pri- 
vate households, who have never 
had a social security card, or have 
lost their original card. If they will 
come to his office at Texarkana, 
Arkansas they can fill out the ap- 
plication blank right there. H they 
live at a distance from his office, 
they can get a blank Jtrorn the post 
office arid mail it in, or they can 
contact the Social Security Repre-
